graded and gravelled a sidewalk leading 
from the old Sunny South office to the 
corner of Air. Grant's sipiare, as also 
the side-walk leading from the lower 
corner of Air.

I Imvc repaired the cul /ert 
on main street so as to prevent further 
wa-shing. 
I have hauled rock and brush 
to many of the bad gullies along the 
back alleys and they are now rapidly 
filling u)).

Other 
and more numerons rcpnira too tedious 
to mention has been made oi> tlie various 
streets of tlie Town. 'J his was almost 
entirely done ou the old taxes of last 
year.
